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Tourist info centre to close 


ORGANISATION WILL BECOME PART OF AXMINSTER HERITAGE 


AXMINSTER Tourist Information Cen¬ 
tre (TIC) members voted unanimously 
to dissolve the organisation and become 
part of Axminster Heritage. 

The vote was taken during a special general 
meeting on February 22nd and chairman Joy 
Raymond told members that, although in 
credit, it had become obvious to committee 
members that a new direction was needed. 

Ms Raymond said: “Our wonderful staff 
moved on to pastures new at the end of 2016 and 
the TIC, currently run by a small band of vol¬ 
unteers, deemed this to be the time to consider, 
most seriously, our future. 

“It has proved increasingly difficult to main¬ 
tain the funding needed for paid staff, some 
£15,000 per year is needed. 

“Other organisations are simply not prepared 
to sponsor running costs, of which having paid 
staff is the main expense. 

“We could continue running with volunteers 
here in the TIC office, but the committee has in¬ 
vestigated the possibility of the heritage centre 
and deem this a sensible way forward to con¬ 
tinue the longevity of an accessible visitor in¬ 
formation centre in Axminster. 

“The opening hours of the heritage centre are 
currently 10am to 4pm and it is envisaged this 
will be year-round.” 

The decision means that the current TIC 
premises in the Old Courthouse will be closed 
and that an information centre will open in the 
Axminster Heritage Centre entrance on April 
3rd. 

It will be manned by existing heritage centre 
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volunteers and some current TIC volunteers. 

TIC treasurer Shane Morgan took the oppor¬ 
tunity to explain why the beer festival (the 


TIC’s main fundraiser) has been cancelled. 

He said: “We haven’t got the resources and 
manpower to undertake it. We would have had 
to stop it four years ago if it hadn’t been for the 
help provided by the Rotary Club of Axmin¬ 
ster.”

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He also said that increased staging costs and 
health & safety regulations were other con¬ 
tributing factors. 

Ms Raymond said: “We should all be glad 
we had some ten years of successful fundrais¬ 
ing from the beer festival, and we must thank 
Shane Morgan for organising it every year, and 
we need to thank his loyal helpers. 

“This has been no mean feat. Not only to or¬ 
ganise, but to take responsibility for the safe 
running every year.” 

Later on she heaped more praise, saying: 
“Shane has been at the very heart of the TIC for 
the last 15 years, both as chamber of commerce 
chairman (twice) and as treasurer on the TIC 
committee. 

“It is him we really must thank for still being 
in existence at all. 

“Without his running of the beer festival we 
would have sunk without trace many years 
ago.” 

She also praised a number of people and or¬ 
ganisations who provided pivotal support to 
the TIC over years, including staff, volunteers 
and landlords. 

Axminster Heritage chairman of trustees, 
John Church, said: “We are delighted at the de¬ 
cision and the Axminster Heritage committee 
welcomes the move of the TIC to Thomas 
Whitty House. 

“In the short term, for this season, we’ll need 
to provide a temporary layout. 

“However, we will now be looking at our final 
floor plan to build a new dedicated area for the 
information centre.”

Villages in Action tours to end 


A LACK of money has forced 
Villages in Action (ViA) to 
end its rural touring scheme 
in Devon. 

Trustees of the charity made 
the announcement on Febru¬ 
ary 21st, saying they had re¬ 
gretfully decided to end the 
scheme. 

Vi A works with volunteer 
promoters to bring world- 
class performers and profes¬ 
sionally-run arts workshops 
to rural areas. 

A spokesperson said: “The 
season of ViA performances 
now taking place in Devon’s 
villages will be the last under 
the existing system. 

“Unfortunately, within the 
last five years, the organisa¬ 
tion has lost in the region of 80 
per cent of its funding and, 
while three local authorities 
have continued to support 
ViA (East Devon District 
Council, Teignbridge District 
Council and West Devon Bor¬ 
ough Council), reserves are 
now depleted. 


“In the light of this, after 
very careful consideration 
and consultation, the board of 
trustees felt that ViA would no 
longer be able to offer a viable 
and high quality programme 
to villages. 

“Mindful of its obligation to 
protect and safeguard the in¬ 
terests of the charity and its 
responsibility to staff, per¬ 
formers and promoters, the 
board will cease the touring 
scheme while the charity still 
has the financial reserves to 
meet its commitments. 

Board chairman Catherine 
Devenish (a volunteer pro¬ 
moter herself) said: “The 
board has thought long and 
hard about this decision. 

“In the past year, we have 
had to ask villages to make a 
greater financial contribution 
to the cost of performers but 
this is not sustainable, espe¬ 
cially when future funding is 
so uncertain. 

“Nor does providing a lim¬ 
ited programme to a few vil¬ 


lages fulfil the remit of the or¬ 
ganisation. 

“Some villages already oper¬ 
ate their events programme in 
tandem with ViA perfor¬ 
mances and we hope others 
may feel able to go it alone, 
using the experience and ad¬ 
vice they have gained from 
ViA. 

“We are very grateful to ev¬ 
eryone who has supported 
ViA and we will be spending 
the next few months looking 
at how the ViA legacy can con¬ 
tinue.” 

ViA has been funded by Arts 
Council England (ACE) and 
local authorities, but lost its 
ACE National Portfolio Or¬ 
ganisation status in 2012, al¬ 
though it continued to receive 
ACE Grants for the arts until 
last March. 

Further applications for 
funding through ACE and to 
charitable trusts have been 
unsuccessful and contribu¬ 
tions from local authorities 
have reduced or ended.

Antiques stolen in Colyton break-in 


ANTIQUES of a highly sentimental value were 
stolen during a burglary at a property in Gully- 
shoot, Colyford. 

The break-in took place at some point from 
February 1st to 3rd, and Detective Constable Rob 
McMahon from Honiton CID said: "These items 
are of high sentimental value to the family they 
were taken from. They desperately hope to be re¬ 
united with the stolen property. 

"We would like to hear from anyone who has 
any information that can help us with our inves¬ 
tigations, we would like to also hear from anyone 
who has been offered these items for sale." 

The property was unoccupied at the time of the 
break-in, and the following items were stolen: a 
William IV Castle Top Snuff box (2 7/8" long); a 
pair of large Victorian salt cellars (2 3/4" in diam¬

AN AXMINSTER resident says someone could 
have been killed when a large window fell out 
of a neighbouring building into her garden. 

Hilary Highet had an unpleasant surprise on 
the morning of Thursday, February 23rd. 

Her cottage in Market Square backs onto the 
premises of The Old Chapel Antiques and Life¬ 
style Centre, and she said: “We were having 
coffee and bang it went. 

“I’m just so glad there was no one in my gar¬ 
den at the time. Someone could have been 
killed.” 

Mrs Highet was having work carried out on 
her garden but workers had not arrived at the 
time of the incident, and added: “Lucky or 
what? I’m shocked.” 

She has contacted the neighbouring build¬ 
ing’s owner, and stressed she does not blame 
the antiques and lifestyle centre. 

She said: “It is not the tenant’s fault.” 

A spokesperson for the antiques and lifestyle 
centre said the owner had been informed, and 
added: “The building is in the process of being 
restored and the window was next in line. 

“They had been round to measure it. It is un¬ 
fortunate that the wind was so strong.”

AXMINSTER resident Rob 
Robinson gave a speech 
about his childhood when a 
charity promoted a cam¬ 
paign in London against the 
maltreatment of children. 

WAVE Trust, of which Mr 
Robinson is an ambassador 
and group co-ordinator, 
held a 70/30 Campaign re¬ 
ception in Parliament. 

The event, hosted by Lord 
Chris Fox, saw politicians 
and UK charity representa¬ 
tives meet with 70/30 grass¬ 
roots campaigners from 
across the country. 

The 70/30 campaign aims 
to reduce child maltreat¬ 
ment in the UK by at least 
70 per cent by 2030 by 
tackling the root causes, 
such as parental substance 
abuse, domestic violence 
and maternal mental health 
problems. 

Former Deputy Prime Min¬ 
ister Nick Clegg opened the 
evening by taking to the 
stage to show his support 
for WAVE'S work and its 
70/30 goal. 

He told the audience: 
"WAVE has brought science 
and rigor and policy to 
something which intuitively 
everybody knows is true. 

"Everybody intuitively 
knows, as parents, as indi¬ 
viduals, as members of soci¬ 
ety that damage done in the 
earliest point in the life of 
any individual is damage 
which tends to manifest it¬ 
self in evermore distressing 
ways later in life." 

Axminster’s very own 
70/30 ambassador and 
group co-ordinator, Rob 
Robinson, announced the 
launch of the first Devon 
70/30 group. 

Rob also took the opportu¬ 
nity to share his own per¬ 
sonal reasons for getting 


involved with the campaign. 

Mr Robinson shared a can¬ 
did and inspiring account of 
his own childhood experi¬ 
ences of both abuse and ne¬ 
glect and highlighted the 
effect such experiences had 
on his life, both as a child 
and into adulthood. 

He told the audience: 
"Knowing what I had to go 
through and witness as a 
child, it's shameful knowing 
in 2017 it's still happening. 

"I will work with this cam¬ 
paign until child maltreat¬ 
ment is a thing of the past; 
it's time we stopped ignor¬ 
ing the problem and sup¬ 
ported people in our comm¬ 
unities early as opposed to 
after the abuse has hap¬ 
pened. Every child is worth 
saving. 

"This is not one commu¬ 
nity's problem, this is a UK 
wide problem and I call for 
people to become involved 
and MPs to back it - as my 
own MP Mr Neil Parish has - 
and work towards child 
abuse and maltreatment 
being a thing of the past. 

"I grew up in London and 
spent a part of my child¬ 


hood homeless and living 
on the streets, which 
was better than living at 
home. 

"My home life as a child 
was built around the after 
effects of alcohol and it left 
the ethos at home toxic, my 
mother was/is a beautiful 
woman who stood by 
the honour of marriage and 
was beaten in the name of 
love. 

"No child should see this 
and yet that's all I knew, the 
choices I made were not al¬ 
ways the best but they were 
my choices. 

"Luckily I travelled, studied 
and made sense of my 
world and made the deci¬ 
sion that the issues as a 
child would not dictate my 
adult life."

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Ray wins world indoor rowing title 


INSPIRATIONAL Honiton 
resident Ray Lowrie has once 
again defied his disability, by 
picking up a world champi¬ 
onship medal in indoor row¬ 
ing. 

The former Royal Marine 
had his left leg amputated fol¬ 
lowing a training exercise in¬ 
cident nearly ten years ago 
but refused to let that stop 
him. 

After winning gold and two 
silvers at the Invictus Games 
in London 2014 he walked 
away from the chance to com¬ 
pete in the Paralympic games 
in Rio wanting to spend more 
time with his family, wife 
Christine and boys Joshua 
and Harrison. 

Over the 18 months that Ray 
stepped away from rowing he 
went from under 14 stone to 
just over 17 and says that after 
having difficulty wearing his 
prosthetic leg he started to 
train again, and after a couple 
of setbacks re-discovered his 
love of the sport. 

Ray rowed for an hour a day 
during the Row2Recovery 
event in solidarity with the 
four members of the all am¬ 
putee crew rowing across the 
Atlantic. 

Ray continued to train and 
joined an online indoor row¬ 
ing group called Fitness Mat¬ 
ters and started virtual 
coaching with former Exeter 
Chiefs rugby captain and En¬ 
glish indoor rowing cham¬ 
pion Sam Blythe. 

Ray said: “Sam is like the

professor of indoor rowing 
training. 

“He sets clear goals that are 
achievable but each week 
you’re pushing your bound¬ 
aries in small uncomfortable 
steps which over time brings 
out great results. 

“I found myself getting 
closer and closer to my old 
personal bests and after about 
six months of training I felt I 
was ready to compete in an 
able bodied indoor rowing 5K 
race, however three weeks 
before the competition I sus¬ 
tained an injury to my right 
knee, dislocating the knee cap 
and knee joint, rupturing the 
anterior cruciate ligament, 
and tearing the meniscus 
whilst performing backflips 
at a trampoline park. 

“I was showing off to my 
children and it seemed a good 
idea to do a back flip with a 
half twist, it didn’t end well!” 

Ray now had his good leg in 
a splint and walked using 
crutches and was in constant 
pain from the ruptured ACL, 
however, ever the competitor, 
instead of giving up, Ray de¬ 
cided to adapt his rowing 
technique, and competed 
while sitting still and rowing 
with his arms and back. 

And at the Devon Indoor 
Rowing Competition, despite 
not winning, Ray came away 
from the competition feeling 
proud that he had persevered 


despite his injury. 

After a conversation with 
some friends from the Fitness 
Matters Group, Ray decided 
to compete in the C.R.A.S.H-B 
Indoor World Championships 
in Boston, Massachusetts. 

So, Ray and his family trav¬ 
elled to America, during half- 
term ready to compete. 

Ray said: “We arrived in 
Boston and went straight to 
the hotel to sleep and get 
ready for the race early the 
next morning. 

“I had to arrive around 7am 
to register and then my race 
was just after 9am. 

“Concept2 were streaming 
the races live on their website 
and I knew I had friends and 
family around the world 
watching my race and I felt I 
didn’t want to let any of them 
down.” 

Ray was competing in the 
LTA Adaptive category again¬ 
st rowers who have functional 
use of their leg(s), trunk and 
arm(s) and can utilize the slid¬ 
ing seat. 

Ray added: “I had planned 
this race for so long, I knew 
the pace I was needing and the 
strokes per minute to get my 
personal best. 

“At halfway I still felt strong 
and looked up at the race po¬ 
sition to see my name in 
fourth. 

“This spurred me on and I 
pulled out all the stops in the 
second half of the race. As I 
crossed the finishing line I 
took one last look at my posi¬ 


tion and saw I had finished in 
fourth but with a new per¬ 
sonal best. 

“I thrust my arms in the air 
as if I had won the race and 
had a massive smile across 
my face thinking I couldn’t 
have done any better.” 

Little did Ray know that he 
had been checking the race 
positions on the overall day 
rather than his category and 
had in fact won his category. 

“My feeling of joy for my 
new PB was overtaken by my 
feeling of joy that I’d just won 
gold at the world champs.” 

Ray collected his trophy, a 
large hammer, and his medal. 

He said: “I haven’t had a real 
answer as to why they hand 
out hammers. 

“I think it has something to 
do with the founder of the in¬ 
door rowing championships 
who was considered to be a 
hammer by nickname.” 

Ray now plans to have 
surgery on his busted knee 
but says he will continue to 
compete in able bodied com¬ 
petitions throughout 2017. 

“I will try to continue to 
spread my message that hav¬ 
ing a disability doesn’t have 
to make you disabled, we 
might shock you with a win 
using only half our body, 
but I find this opens up peo¬ 
ple’s understanding to 
para-athlete’s and their drive 
to succeed in the face of adver¬ 
sity.”

Help to soften blow of payment reductions 


MEASURES aimed at softening the impact of 
proposed changes to the amount Devon 
County Council pays community groups to 
compost will be recommended to Devon 
County Council's Cabinet. 

A consultation held last year included pro¬ 
posals to reduce the discretionary community 
composting credit rate, the amount per tonne 
the authority pays to local community groups, 
from £58 to £25. 

The proposed change, which would start 
from April 2017, aimed to bring the rate paid 
to the county's 25 voluntary composting 
groups broadly into line with the new con¬ 
tract rate offered by DCC's new contractor 
from the same date. 

The proposed changes would have seen 
East Devon group Otter Rotters struggle to 
continue the valuable work they currently do. 

The recycling group urged residents to get 
in touch with DCC to help try and save the 
Otter Rotters. 

Now, following the consultation. Councillor 
Roger Croad, Devon County Council's Cabi¬ 
net Member for Environment, says that he 
wants the reductions to take place gradually 
over three years, instead of the one year that 
was originally proposed, to reduce the im¬ 


pact. If agreed by cabinet, under the new pro¬ 
posals the rate would be set at £50 from April 
2017 for the first year; by 2020 this will reduce 
to around £25. 

Councillor Croad said: "In the current finan¬ 
cial climate it is difficult to justify paying a 
higher rate to community groups than we 
would to our new contractor to manage the 
same waste. 

"However I recognise the significant and 
valuable contribution many groups make to 
our local communities, and that's why I have 
concluded that bringing the rate down grad¬ 
ually over three years instead of one would 
give groups time to adjust and make any tran¬ 
sition easier." 

The results of the waste consultation will be 
discussed at Devon County Council's next 
Cabinet meeting on March 8th. 

Mandy Jennings, director of Otter Rotters 
said: "We welcome Councillor Croad's recog¬ 
nition of the 'significant and valuable contri¬ 
bution' Devon's community composting grou¬ 
ps make and look forward to working with the 
local authorities to recalibrate some of the red 
tape challenges that have caused such a sig¬ 
nificant depletion of our hard won achieve¬ 
ments to date". 


He is very keen to promote 
the quality standards that 
member attractions must 
meet, with annual inspec¬ 
tions, mystery shoppers and a 
long list of criteria to make 
sure that the standard is mai¬ 
ntained. 

Mr Murray, who lives near 
Buckfastleigh, said: “We want 
visitors to Devon and our local 
visitors to know that when 
they see the DATA quality as¬ 
surance stamp, it can actually 
be trusted. 

“The inspections are rigor¬ 
ous and even attractions that 
fly through inspections will be 
given honest feedback on how 
to improve.” 

His role, as well as being the 
DATA spokesperson is to en¬ 
gage with all the members on 
policies, planning and new 
initiatives. 

DATA’S marketing man¬ 
ager, Anne Blackham, said: “I 
am delighted to have Chris 
Murray at the helm, with his 
experience, passion and deter¬ 
mination within the industry. 

“We look forward to seeing 
the association being driven 
forward. 

“I am really looking forward 
to working closely with Chris 
on promoting all that the 
Devon attractions have to 
offer and making sure all our 
visitors experience the quality 
they deserve.” 

The association is now in its 
32nd year and has a total of 42 
members.

Travelling with your pet

NOW IS the time of 
year when we look 
forward to the summer 
holidays and for lots of 
us, that can mean 
taking our furry friend along. Since 2000, the 
Pet Travel Scheme (PETS) has allowed cats, 
dogs and ferrets to enter the UK from certain 
countries without being placed in quarantine. 
Animals resident to the UK can now travel to 
most European countries as well as more 
distant destinations. From 1st January 2012, 
the PETS travel scheme changed such that 
dogs and cats can move freely between 
PETS-scheme approved countries provided 
the following conditions are satisfied: 

1) The pet must have a permanent microchip 
implanted, which lots of animals already have. 

2) The pet must be vaccinated against rabies 
after microchipping. This can be done any 
time over 12 weeks of age using a licensed 
vaccine. Boosters are given according to 
manufacturers’ recommendation. 

3) The pet must have a PETS passport signed 
by an official veterinary surgeon, confirming 
the above conditions have been met. 

4) Some destinations require an additional 
export certificate. It is important to check with 
DEFRA for specific conditions requested by 
the country you wish to travel to. 

5) There is a 21 day wait after rabies 
vaccination before travel abroad and/or entry 
into the UK is allowed. This is to allow time 
for the vaccine to take effect. 


6) There is a requirement for a veterinary 
certified tapeworm treatment 24-120 hours 
before return to the UK. Travel companies and 
ports will often help you locate a veterinary 
surgeon for this. 

If you are travelling to a country not listed 
on the PETS scheme, additional conditions 
must be met. This means starting this process 
at least 4-5 months before you expect to travel. 
A blood sample must be taken a minimum of 
30 days after rabies vaccination. If the test is 
successful, a 3 month wait must be observed 
following the date of the blood sample before 
your pet would be allowed back into the UK. 
If the blood test does not prove adequate 
antibody levels, your pet would require a sec¬ 
ond vaccination and blood test. It is also 
important to contact DEFRA and check for 
any additional requirements of travel to 
specific countries. 

We recommend making sure your pet is 
protected against ticks and sand-flies during 
their period of stay outside the UK as these 
can carry a variety of disease which we rarely 
encounter in this country. 

It’s also important to consider whether your 
pet enjoys travelling, changes in environment 
and temperature or whether they may prefer to 
stay at home. If you have any questions, 
please contact your vet. Above all, enjoy 
your holiday!

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MP uninformed on ‘killer’ air pollution 


Response to Arada Stoves to team up with MP', 
page 4, View From Axminster, January 31st 
■ NEIL Parish’s uninformed, patronising ap¬ 
proach to air pollution is very revealing. 

Does he really think that using taxpayers’ 
money to incentivise landowners - like him¬ 
self- to grow ‘crops’ of firewood will reduce air 
pollution, especially when domestic wood- 
smoke is the main contributor and already re¬ 
sponsible for 79 per cent? 

When we try to educate about air pollution 
we spend time backing up everything we say 
with research but Mr Parish MP and Mr Bret- 
tell of Arada come along with a scheme full of 
non-statistics and meaningless percentages. 

They tell us this scheme will be welcomed. 
Not so - and this is why: 

Never once do Brettell or Parish tell us these 
‘eco’-stoves are ‘safe’ - they use phrases like “in 
reality, stoves are already a relatively low 
source of emissions”. 

Domestic woodsmoke is responsible for 79 per 
cent of the UK’s deadly PM2.5 air pollution. It 
is staggering to think that Mr Neil Parish, the 
Chairman of the DEFRA Select Committee, 
does not know this. 

He should read the DEFRA report carefully 
before he embarrasses himself as the keynote 
speaker at the Houses of Parliament on Febru¬ 
ary 28th. He will be foolishly promoting the 
leading cause of our bad air quality. 

Woodsmoke produces more PM2.5s than all 
the UK’s cars, buses, trucks, agricultural and 
commercial activity put together. Mr Parish 
should be promoting a ban on all solid fuel burn¬ 
ing to reduce the 40,000 deaths per year that are 
directly attributable to domestic wood burning. 

Mr Parish, on the other hand feels he can say 
and do whatever he sees fit without the inconve¬ 
nience of telling the British taxpayer the truth. 

As the public become more knowledgeable 
about air pollution the wood stove industry is 
clearly trying to fight back, forming ‘al¬ 
liances’ - a word that conjures up a war - not a 
Society, not an Association, but an Alliance... 
the Stove Industry Alliance will be working 


hard to find gullible MPs who do not bother to 
do their research: Mr Parish is one of them. 

Financial greed has always been man’s great¬ 
est motivator and wood stove manufacturers 
are in business to make money not save lives. 

If our MPs spent half an hour checking their 
facts instead of falling for the flattery of manu¬ 
facturers of dangerous appliances then Mr Neil 
Parish would have discovered the truth for 
himself. Unfortunately for the unsuspecting 
public he obviously knows very little about air 
pollution or the real-life emissions created by 
all wood stoves. Lab tests are known to grossly 
underestimate the real-use particulate emis¬ 
sions. Mr Parish fails to inform us that there is 
no safe limit to PM2.5 exposure. Where do we 
find these fools - and why are there so many of 
them in government? 

Air pollution is a silent killer - don’t be fooled 
by claims from manufacturers - there is no such 
thing as an eco-stove, it is just ‘spin’ and mar¬ 
keting. Make no mistake, PM2.5 emissions 
cause permanent lung damage and will eventu¬ 
ally kill you - again, there is no safe level. Chil¬ 
dren and older adults are especially vulnerable.

Free trip for D Day vets 

■ I AM Head of Travel for the travel arm of 
the Royal British Legion, Remembrance 
Travel, and I'm currently on a mission to find 
every single surviving D Day veteran. The 
Treasury is enabling a series of free-of- 
charge tours for D Day veterans to return to 
Normandy and pay their respects to their 
fallen comrades. The tours are being funded 
by the Treasury from LIBOR fines, and will 
enable a D Day veteran to return with a fam¬ 
ily member and carer on a six-night tour. 

The 2017 tours will take place in March, 
April, May and September and will give Nor¬ 
mandy veterans - now mostly in their 
nineties - the chance to revisit the Nor¬ 
mandy beaches, cemeteries and memorials.

Wasteful legal action 

■ THE long-drawn-out legal action between 
Honiton Town Council/EDDC and Cllr John 
Taylor appears to have reached a resolution. 
Given that so much time and (taxpayers’) 
money has been spent on it, I am very surprised 
that our local press have not mentioned this. 
The judgement by Mr Justice Edis was given on 
January 31st. The full text can be accessed from 
the front page of the town council website; it is 
a lengthy and complex document but the sum¬ 
mary of Judge Edis’s conclusions can be seen 
at article 27, together with his final judgement. 
These are well worth reading. 

I am saddened that council money has had to, 
and may well continue to, be wasted on a legal 
action so essentially unproductive. As Judge 
Edis says: “the subsequent offers to pay costs on 
19th and 29th March should have been accepted 
[ie by Cllr Taylor]. The claimant [Cllr Taylor] 
has achieved nothing of value since then.” 

The Town Council, I understand, is delaying 
any statement until after its next meeting in 
March. I hope that at that point we will begin to 
see an end to this dismal affair. However, given 
that Cllr Taylor is sponsoring or co-sponsoring 
three of the four candidates for the St Paul’s 
ward vacancy (election on March 9th), I doubt it.

Many of our readers will be loyal listeners to 
‘Whispering’ Bob Harris on BBC Radio Two. He is 
a fan of Kit’s, as is discerning D J Andy Kershaw. 
Both DJ’s gave Kit some much-needed exposure on 
Radio 2 as she was developing her career. 

“After 13 years of touring there have been many 
highlights,” says Kit. “One I’ll always remember 
was playing for the Honorary Doctorate Cere¬ 
mony, at the University of Leeds, for novelist, Bill 
Bryson and BBC Radio DJ, Andy Kershaw. It was 
a wonderful event!” 

Since then she has performed at Paul McCart¬ 
ney’s Performing Arts College, LIPA and been 
headline act at the International Guitar Festival,

Saturday 11th saw Tom Toomey and The 
Monfi Cats perform a night of great music 
which showed off their unique mix of Blues, 
Jazz, Rock, Roots and Folk. Tom is a fantastic 
guitarist and vocalist and was supported by 
three really talented musicians on percussion, 
bass, piano and sax/flute.
